Thrown on her own resources when 


her husband and son-in-law were ar- 
rested for illegal use of a net in ash 
Ing and with no visible means of sup- 
port, Mrs. Annl* Brewer, who lives 
near Osteen, appeared before the 
board of county commissioners at the 
regular monthly meeting this week 
and asked the governing body of the 
county to provide some means of sup- 
port for herself and family during the 
time ot sentence of her husband. 


The matter was brought to the at- 


tention of the county commissioners 
by Road Superintendent W D Brad- 
shaw, who tound the woman and tour 
young children at the convict camp 
on the DeLand Daytona road Monday, 
and hired a man to take them to the 
county seat to remain until their con- 
dition could be brought to the atten- 
tion ot the county board. 


The husband and son-in-law were 


two of three men arrested during the 
first part of May for Illegal fishing in 
the St Johns river The three men 
were tried in DeLand and sentenced, 
May 12th, to 60 days on the roads 
The arrest ot the men came about be- 
cause of Ignorance ot the law on the 
subject of the size of mesh nets per- 
missible and as convicts, Road Super- 
intendent 
Bradshaw 
reports 
they 


have been good workers and faithful 
in (serving out their sentences 


Sunday Mrs Brewer and her five 


children, the oldest of whom is about 
17 years of age and is married, her 
husband being one of the men now 
serving sentence, appeared at the con- 
vict camp and proceeded to make ar 
rangements to camp in the woods 
near where the men were working un 
der guards until the time of the sen 
tence had expired 


They were found at the camp by 


the county road superintendent, who 
declared these women, wtftS not be 
permitted toJB^Krtfr*unprotected In 
the neSghboffiood ot the camp, where 
all the convicts but three are negro 
men, and he had them taken to De- 
Land. 


When the matter wag brought up 


before the county board the women 
and children were asked to appear be 
fore the board and give a statement of 
their circumstances

said they had been living in a house 
near Osteen on the Volusia count} 
side of the St Johns river and that
